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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In response to applicant's argument that it is "improper to import the widths (mounted and unmounted) from 
Payne et al. into the device of Hellweg et al." due to the structural differences, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981) In this case. Payne et al, is 
only being used as a teaching reference to modify Hellweg et al. 



In response to applicant's argument that "the intervals measured in Payne et al. are different than those defined in Applicant's claim 1", 
note that Payne et al. is being used as a teaching reference and is not being bodily incorporated into the structure of Hellweg et al. 

In response to applicant's argument that "the relationship (W2-W1)/W1 is not diclosed as being a know result effective variable" and 
"[n]one of the cited references even mentions this relationship", note that a strucutural relationship, such as (W2-W1)/W1, does not have 
to be expressly disclosed in a disclosure to exist. All run-flat systems would have a width component when unmounted and a width 
component when mounted. 

In response to applicant's argument that "the annular body 5 of Boiocchi et al. is not equivalent to the annular shell 3 of Hellweg et al.", 
note that Boiocchi et al. is being used as a teaching reference and is not being bodiily incorporated into the structure of Hellweg et al. 
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
